Together with more than four- 
and-a-quarter million Berliners, 
they had watched the expansion 
of their city, which ranked next to 
London in European importance. 

They remembered the days of 
their sabre-rattling Kaiser and his 
Potsdam bullies. They could recall 
the “ Deutschland uber Alles” of 
1914-1918.... 

There was that all-too-vivid 
recollection of German disillusion- 
ment; of a nation broken by four 
years of war; starvation and 
blockade; 2,000,000 dead, and the 
survivors coming home to face 
red revolution. 

The loss of German colonies; 
reparation; inflation; collapse, 
with whole provinces, like Bavaria, 
plunged into bloody chaos. 


NATION OF 
FANATICS 


HEY could clearly remember 
the coming of their 
“Saviour ’"—an Austrian corporal, 
whose early speeches raked their 
wounds, and who went on to rouse 
all Germany to fever-heat, pro- 
mising the people hell if they 
would not follow him. And 
heaven if they did.... 

On that memorable May Day of 
1934 the two women had flocked 
with thousands of “ Seig Heiling ” 
Nazis to the Tempelhof Airfield. 

And that afternoon the grotesque 
General Hermann Goering, in 
spotless white uniform, thrusting 
a slender, bejewelled, 18-inch 
“Dagger of Honour” at the blue 
skies, yelled to the crowds: 

“Our future lies in the air! 
Flying was once the hazardous 
accomplishment of a few. Today 
it is a vital life necessity of our 
people. Our dead airmen remain 
victorious through themselves 
alone. German folk! Fly again. 
and YOU will become victorious 
through yourselves alone! ” 

On May 2, 1934, with thousands 
of other German girls and women, 
the two sisters took up their 
allotted places at Berlin street 
corners. 

Fanatically enthusiastic now— 
forgetting everything of the past 
—they rattled their collecting 
boxes for Goering’s “ Corps of Air 
Men,’ which Hitler’s new govern- 
ment carefully insisted was purely 


commercial and sporting in 
character. 
And, in a nation-wide, 8-day 


campaign German women col- 
lectors poured more than 60,000,000 
—, into Goering’s ample 
ap. 

Germany’s future lay in the air 
....the success of the Luftwaffe 
was assured! 

And German youth went into 
military air-training with a zest. 


PACIFISM 
A CRIME 


ILITARISM of German civil 
flying was first emphasised 
by the revised rules and condi- 
tions of the annual Deutschland- 
flug, the equivalent of the King’s 
Cup Race. Henceforth, from 1935, 
only formation flights were 
allowed to enter. 

Hundreds of young German 
pilots and air crews were being 
skilled in formation-flying, a 
specialised branch confined to 
military training. 

Pacifism was looked upon as a 
crime against the State! 

When the women of Germany 
poured in the second nation-wide 
street collection to Goering, he 
told them: 

“We can visualise as no other 
nation the terrible destructiveness 
of the next war, when cities 
OTHER THAN OURS far behind 
the front will be on the firing-line 
from the air. 

“We have plans for under- 
ground shelters, bomb and gas 
proof, for the protection of our 
civilian population against the 
terrible day that will come. 

“But the Third Reich will not 
need those precautions. for no 
enemy bomber will ever fiy in 
OUR skies!”

Within three months, Britain's 
biggest aircraft will be operating 
over Posen, Breslau, Vienna and 
Rome. 

By Christmas, Warsaw, Danzig, 
Belgrade and Cracow will be 
within comfortable range.

FTER passing exhaustive 

tests and filling up innumer- 
able forms, one capable woman 
was on the point of starting a job 
which she could have done admir- 
ably, when some official made 
the startling discovery that she 
was half an inch under the regu- 
lation height! 

Girls are being registered and 
not called up. Angry women are 
being asked to work far from 
their homes when near-l. fac- 
tories are clamouring for hands. 

The Ministry of Labour con- 
siders its job is done when it has 
provided women workers at any 
given point of requirement. 
There seems to be no business- 
like link-up between it and the 
Ministry of Health, which is 
responsible for the housing and 
feeding and general welfare cf 
these recruits. 

Often enough, the latter 
Ministry passes its problem on to 
the local authorities and leaves 
them to provide billets according 
to their own sweet will and 
judgment. 


Hours of work are arbitrarily 
fixed and often with no regard 
whatever to essential shopping 
times. And, in a dozen different 
ways, useful and willing women are 
being driven to give up the work 
they have undertaken. 


All these difficulties could be 


overcome by a little intelligent 
planning. Women, they say, are 
“ kittle cattle and gey ill to drive.” 
But they are just as ready to 
answer the country’s call as the

Plants

OST NURSERIES HAVE 

CHANGED TO FOOD 
PRODUCTION, AND PLANTS 
OF ALL KINDS WILL BE 
SCARCE NEXT YEAR. SOIL 
IS NOW WARM AND MOIST, 
MAKING IT EASY TO RAISE 
YOUNG PLANTS FROM 
CUTTINGS. 

Fruit bushes, gooseberries, 
black, red and white currants 
are all easily increased by cut- 
tings. Best cuttings are made 
from young growth about a 
foot in length detached with 
a heel of old wood or cut below 
a leaf joint. 

Insert these 


in rows six 
inches apart in sandy soil. 
Make firm in the soil. Leave 
the cuttings in position until 
next Spring, when they are 
cut back. 

Raspberries are increased by 
suckers which spring up round 
the old plant. They should ve 
detached with as much root as 
possible and planted in new 
stations, in rows five feet 
apart, allowing two feet be- 
tween the canes,
